INDIA’S FINANCES. 


BRITAIN TO GIVE S30ME 
ASSISTANCE. 


London, June 26. 

In the House of Commons, re- 
plying to a question regarding the 
finuncial position of India, Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald stated — that 
the financial strain on the Goy- 
ennment of India was due to the de- 
pression having been accentuated 
by: the uncertainties which attend- 
ed the discussion on constitutional 
changes, more particularly the 
consideration of provisions to be 
embodied’ in the new constits.tion 
to ensure financial stability 

It would not be possible to in- 
troduce the proposed . constitu- 
tional changes if financial stabili- 
ty .were not assured, and His 
Majesty’s Government were deter- 
mined not to allow a state of 
atfairs to arise which might 
jeopardise the financia) stability 
of good yovernment in India, for 
which the Secretary of State at 
present was responsible, 

The Government therefore had 
decided, should the need i 
that they will apply  to.parli 
ment for the authority necessa 
to enable them to sive financial 
support, under suitable conditions, 
to the Government of India, for 
the purpose of muintaining the 
country's credit, pending a con- 
stitutional acttlement and the for- 
mulation of provisions maintain- 
ing India's credit in the future.— 
Renter.

‘STRANGE DISCLOSURE BY ° 
- FINE CHIEF. 


* Questions regarding the storing 
and sale of firecrackers wore put 
to Mr. H. T. Brooks, the Superin- 
tendent of the Fire Brigade, at the 
Coroner's inquiry which was re- 
sumed by Mr, Schofield and a jury 
at the Central Police Court yester- 
day afternoon, into the circum: 
recent outbreak at 
$0, Stauntoh Street, which involved 
the loss of-16 lives. 

Mr. H.R. B, Hantock Ss the fore- 
mun of the jury and [s nasisted by 
Mr. R. E. H. Oliver and Mr. Li 
Kam-fat. 

Mr: HJ. Armstrong holds a8 
watching brief on behalf of Mr. 
Wong Chau-kee, master of the shop 
on the ground and first floors. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Brooks sid 
that the first call was received at 
930 pm, on June 9 from the 
Staunton Street alarm and a second 
shortly, afterwards by telephone, 
On receipt of the call two ap- 
pliances were turned ont from the 
Central Fire. Brignde with crews 
of eight each under Station OMiecr 
Smith. ‘ . : 

Withness said that he was in, his 
quartérs on the fifth floor and im- 
mediately on being informed he 
went to the Indian Police quarters 
which overlook Staunton Street and 
saw heavy smoke arising. He 
thereupon ordered two more ap- 
pliances to the scene, one from 
Wanchai and the other from 
Kennedy. Totvn, he himself proceca. 
ing by car, 

‘A Flerce Blaze. 

On arrival, witness found the 
two upper floors of the building well 
alight and blazing: fiercely. Loud 
detonation of fire crackers could be 
heard. Two jets were working on 
the fire from the upper floors of 
the buildings opposite and later 
one waa worked from the strect. 
This was used to prevent the fire 
spreading to No. 38, which it 
was threatening to do at the time. 

Witness then went up stairs in 
No. 33, lo sce whether a hose could 
be operated from the roof, and 
found flaumes-/emitting from the 
trap door, After Jeverin” the door 
open safficiently to allow a Jet to 
be inserted the flames were then 
attucked from there, No, 37 was 
likewise explored but it was found 
that no advantage could be gained 
by using a hose in that house, 

Continuing, wilness went on to 
describe how the fire by degrees 
was eventually got under control, 
und after twenty minutes the ot- 
ficera were able to enter the first 
and second floors of No, 86 itself. 
Mr. Smith reported to witness that 
there were a number of dead bodies 
on the. second floor and, after in- 
fotining’ Chief Inspector P. "Grant. 
of the Police, the party went up to 
the floor, 

Lying a short distance from the 
door were four bodies with another 
six close by and two more further 
away from the staircase. While on 
the floor, witness received a report 
that there was another body on the 
first floor landing of the atairease. 
After the discovery of these bodies 


‘had been made witness was inform- 


ed, for the first time, that four 
girls had jumped into the street 
during the fire, 


Posatble Origin. 


* Witness said that it was fairly 
clear that the fire had started on 
the first floor and, on looking around 
for the possible origin for the out- 
break, he formed the opinion, in 
the ubsence of other evidence, that 
the fusing of the clectric wires in 
the vicinity of the crackers under 
the stairs had been thetause of the 
conflagration, 

In reply to Mr. Armstrong, wit- 
hess siid that no attempt was made 
by the Brigade to enter No, 35 im- 
mediately on their arrival to rescue 
the inmates, as that wa: jmpossible,- 

All the firemen and Police officers 
were instructed in the use of jump- 
ing sheets but none were used on 
this occnsion, A despatch box, with 
three lengths of hose, wag all that 
was kept at the Central Police Sta- 
tion in the way of fire-fighting ap~ 
plinnces, '

MUMMIES EXAMINED FOR 
CAUSE OF DEATH.- 


“FAKE”. PICTURES. 


“Death by violence, probably,” 
sald the expert as he examined 
the X-ray film of a boy’s head 
that he had just developed. 
“The skull ia fractured, the jaw 
bone is broken, and a tooth “has 
apparently been knocked -out. 
The injuries, indicate that the 
cause of death was a blow from 
some such weapon as a‘club, and 
they are quite different from. 
those that would be brought 
about by a fall or other common 
accident, 


“However, nothing can be done 
about it, for the crime—if It really 
was a crime—was committed over 
3,000 years ago, and neither evi- 
dence nor criminal could now be 
produced in court. We can only 
trust that Egyptian justice. was ef- 
fective and that the Httle fellow 
did not die unavenged.” 


This curious care was brought to 
light by Harold G. Petsing, Educa- 
tional Director of the Westing- 
house X-ray Company, during the 
course of a serica of X-ruy inveati- 
gations which he has been carrying 
out on .murmmiecs ot the Brooklyn, 
(New York) Museum. 


Interesting Disclosures, 


“This work, which has been un- 
dertaken at the behest’ of Edw; ard 8. 
lum, President of the Board of 
Trustees of the Museum, and is un- 
der the direction.of Dr. William H. 
lox, Director of the Muscum, em- 
phasizes the scientific importance 
of the X-ray examination of mum- 
mies, which discloses their contenta 
without damaging them in any 
way”, said Mr. Petsing, “Ench of 
the first three mummiea X-rayed 
showed something of interest, 


“The firat was the small hoy 
with the fractured skull, The 
second was a woman, Her mummy 
was normal in all respects—a 
beautiful specimen, of the  em- 
talmer's art, in fact=-but w rapped 
g to her head, two small jars, 
whose existence was previously un- 
suspected, were revealed by the 
X-ray picture. Thus, valuable ob- 
jee oncealed in the — wrappings 

often be discovered. 


* Remarkable Case. 


“My third mummy was that of a 
man. Tt,’ too, seemed normal, but 
the firat picture—swhich Awas one 
taken of the head—disclosed a most 
unusual’state of affairs, The skull, 
inalead of. being placed in the posi- 
tion one would expect to find it, 


was turned around.so that the face 
pointed downwards. It was com- 
pletely detached from the rest of 
the body and: tho lower jaw bone 
And all but one of the uppor tecth 
were missing. ‘Further pictures 
showed that moat of the bonca were 
collected in a confused mnogs In the 
centre of the body. The ribs, 
pelvis: bones, and arm bones were 
all ‘mixed together, while scattered 
all aver were vertebtac, tecth, and 
the small bones of the hands. The 
two large thigh bones wore found 
crossed at a somewhat lower level, 
and below them, were the reat of 
the log bones In approximately their 
proper, positions, This | mummy 
presenta a puzzle for Egypotolo- 
gists. "Wore the bones in a dry 
atate originally wrapped up in this 
manner?’ This seems to ke the 
case, since no traces of flesh are 
visible, and It would be diMcuit to 
account for the schtterlng of the 
teeth by any rough handling the 
mummy might have been Inter sub+ 
jected to. Also ‘the lower jaw 
scems definitely missing. But Jf 
tho embalmers did this’ particular 
job, was it a proper procedure orf 
their part, or.was {ta case of very 
bad workmanship, now revealed for 
the first time? 


Insurance Against Trickery. 


“In addition to discoveries of 
this sort, it is always wise to X-ray 
every mummy before its purchase 
by a collector, fur the simple rea- 
son that no mummy may be found 
in the wrappings. Mummies, Hke 
every other article of. commerce, 
are subject to fraudulent Practices, 
and cascs are on record whore 
several thousand dollars have been 
pald for mere bundles of’ raga. 
X-ray examination is a very cheap 
insurance ngainyt trickery.” 


Mummics are by no means the 
only objecta collected by museums 
that should be subjected to X-rays, 
according to Mr, Petsing. Of 
speciul importance is the newly 
developed art studying of old paint- 
inxs by X-ray methods. . Consider- 
able work in this fled has been done 
both in Europe and this country, 
but a standardized technique has 
not yet been worked out, and it is 
one of Mr, Petsing’s objects to 
secure scientific data to guide Cuture 
investigators. 


Old and New in Painting. 


The old masters used ‘pigments 
that were for the most part made 
up of mincral and metallic colours, 
These pigmenty are quite opague to 
X-rays, so that a radiograph taken 
with moderate power is almost a 
complete replica of ae original 
painting, every detail and every 
brush mark being cleatly digtin- 
seuishable. 
the other hand, are largely of 
vegetable and coal-tar origin, an 
these are very transparent to the 
penetrating rays. Hence, a radio- 
graph of a modern painting taken 
with moderate power shows 
practically nothing. This fact pro- 
vides an excellent method of de:

tecting modern forgeries 
masters. 


Tho same method does ‘not, of 
course, apply to early copies of old 
Pictures, because in such cases tho 
copyists used opaquo pigments also, 
but other methods are used to dis- 
tinguish originals from replicas, 
In the first placo, every pointer has 
an Individual method of using his 
brush, and the brush marks that 
are shown ‘in X-ray pictures are a5 
characteristic as’ finger prints. 
The expert, therefore, is frequently 
able to tell tho genuine from tho 
false by studying these marka. 
Furthermore, in making an original 
painting, the artlat usually makes 
a number of changes in’ detail os 
the ‘work progresses, all of which, 
‘hough painted over and invisible 
to tho eye, are clearly seen in the 
radfogcaph, Copies, on the .other 
wand, rarely, chow such changes, 


Changes Shown Up. 


Sometimes the X-ray shows that 
a tater artist has changed on early 
painting,, either deliberately, or in 
an attempt at restoration, and some- 
times it reveals an entirely different 
picture lying concealed beneath tho 
one visible on the surface. In such 
cases, it may often’ pay to remove 
the later ovork and restore the 
original to its primitive conditions, 


X-rays are algo uscful for study- 
{ng embedded fossils, and for re- 
vealing the structure of rare speci- 
mens of fish, birds, reptiles, small 
mammals, and even Insects. They 
can, in many cases, show the aif- 
ference between genuine medieval 
works of art and modern forgerics, 
Turned upon ancient caskets, 
cabinets, and writing desks, thoy 
may uncover unusupected secrets, «

DESTROYED.

Munich’s famous Crystal Palace

few stone pillars now remain. 

Out of 2,820 paintings, engray- 
ings and object d'art, anly 60 were 
saved.

part of the life work of the Swiss 
painter Kuno Amiet as well as the 
finest productions of Moritz Sch- 
wind, Casner Friedrich and 
Kungera.
